Granting that this is one cause for 
lite feeling between pedestrians and 
motorists, a local distributor of motor 
cars believes the rudeness is usually 
due to th** fact that the driver docs 
not know how to sound Dis warnings.

Iii any event, two sets of 
warning signals would help, he says 
Here are some of the rules he has 
laid down regarding the use of the 
horn:

A story is being circulated to the effect that sweaters, socks, and 
other articles knitted for the Red Cross are being sold, either to the 
public in shops or direct to the soldiers. 
This is emphatically not true. 
No articles whatever, either knitted or otherwise made by Red Cross 
w orkers and turned into any Red Cross Chapter, Branch or Auxiliary, 
or to any supply warehouse, are sold either to the soldiers or in shops. 
If any willful case of this sort should come to the attention of head­ 
quarters, the C harter of 
the Red 
Cross Chapter or 
subsidiary 
sanc­ 
tioning it would be immediately withdrawn with full publicity. 
Should 
it transpire that an actual instance of the above character occurred 
wherein an individual sold articles after there having been turned in 
to the Red Cross, such action would be clearly in violation of the funda­ 
mental law covering the Red Cross, and we would take vigorous steps 
to prosecute the offender. 
It is also true that any case of persons other than those acquiring 
the right prior to January, 1905, using the name or emblem of the Red 
Cross to assist in the sale of merchandise, is a violation of the provisions 
of the federal criminal law, and the offender should be reported to the 
United States district attorney for prosecution. 
There is no way to prevent people from making the sam e type of 
articles as 
are produced 
to Red Cross workers 
and selling them for 
their own advantage, thus subjecting the Red Cross to u n ju s t criticism. 
Should they use the name or emblem of the Red (’loss in connection 
with such sales, however, they will be vigorously prosecuted.

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Great Transportation Method 
Used in Moving French, 
British to Italy 


The transfer in the minimum of j 
time of big French and British forces j 
from the French to the Italian front,, 
when the latter was threatened by the j 
great Germano-Austrian thrust, was j 
one of the triumphs of the motor ve-; 
hide. 
Under war conditions, w hich; 
obviously exclude Switzerland, there | 
are 
two 
railroad 
routes 
between I 
France and Italy. The more northern 
one passes the frontier near Modane,1 
by the Mont Cenls pass, 6,500 feet j 
pbove sea level, and the other follows I 
the shores of the Mediterranean. 
To ( 
get the armies into Italy in time to 
save the situation, these two lines, 
had to be turned over exclusively to 
one-way military traffic, most of the 
trains returning empty not to lose j 
time. in loading. 
This railroad traffic i 
included all kinds of war material, not 
neglecting motor cars. 
The railroad was not alone in tak-, 
ing relief to the Italian forces. There 
are two main passes over the Alps.! 
one at Mont Cenis. following praeti- 
'••ally the same route as the railroad,! 
and the other cutting across very near 
the coast line; between 
these 
two | 
there are a few minor passes, all of! 
them less than 6,000 feet, but often; 
presenting difficulties by reason of tile 
roads. Ail these available roads were' 
made use of by motor convoys, which 
at 
times 
passed 
in 
a 
continuous 
stream. 
As there has nor been since the 
w ar’ any great ameut of road traffic 
between Italy and France, these va-1 
rious routes naturally 
formed 
one-, 
wav roads, which was a fortunate con­ 
dition, for even on perfectly engin­ 
eered European roads the passage of j 
incessant convoys in a mountainous 
district is not an easy operation. The, 
difficult nature of the operation will 
be understood when it is mentioned | 
that on some of these Alpine routes 
there is a continuous climb for twelve 
miles and ait unbroken descent for 
14V£ miles. 
Many of these mountain 
roads are merely a ledge cut out of 
tho face of the cliff; many of the vil­ 
lage 
streets 
were only 
just 
wide 
enough for two touring cars abreast 
and did not give sufficient room for 
two trucks to pass. There were sharp! 
hairpins which if not taken with the 
correct lock on 
the 
first 
attempt; 
would necessitate backing and the 
possible holding up of the entire con­ 
voy. 
More than a hundred years ago Na­ 
poleon passed over these same Alpine; 
roads with horses and mule convoys, 
and the task still is pointed out as a 
marvel of organization. 
The traffic 
of the 
French and 
British 
armies! 
which went into Italy by road in Oc­ 
tober and November. 1917, is greater 
than that required by Napoleon and 
was much more difficult to organize, I 
for -the time element wa* most im-1 
portont; yet the whole was handled 
in a marvelous manner and has been 
passed over by the general public as 
almost commonplace. 
Many Road Signs 
To reduce the possibility of acci­ 
dents. road signs were erected on a 
liberal scale, 
in this district direc­ 
tion was tile least important indica­ 
tion. 
As the men did not know the 
roads, warning notices 
gave 
indica­ 
tions of all the obstacles ahead and 
told where the men had to change Into 
bottom gear to get the advantage of 
tile engine as a brake on the danger­ 
ous descents. 
On the long climbs it 
was necessary also to warn the m§n 
so that they would space out and have 
their sprags down in case the truck 
should begin to run backward. 
Trucks were grouped in convoys of 
twenty, each group being in charge of 
an officer, and no group allowed to 
overtake another. 
Every truck was 
provided with its own two-wheel trail­ 
er. one of these being a workshop and 
another a kitchen, for each convoy.

the shortage of gasoline experienced 
by the public iii many 
districts 
of 
France. 
The army had to take the 
whole of the reserve stocks found in 
their district and for a time left civil­ 
ians without a drop of gasoline. 
Space for Goods 
Generally the freight space aboard 
the motor was made use tit for goods 
rather than troops 
Over such a long 
distance it was more economical to 
send infantry by train and let the mo­ 
tor columns handle the material re­ 
quired by the artillery and the engin­ 
eers. 
Much of tile motor-hauled artil 
lery was sent through advantageously 
by road, while tho liorse-r’rawn mate­ 
rial was put on the railroad.

commission. He believes that this city 
can prove to the commission that the 
rate now is too high. 
City Attorney Scott had brierly out­ 
lined the proceedings at the hearing 
held in Los Angeles recently and the 
actions at a conference of attorneys 
in Los Angeles Saturday night. 
Other cities have already employed 
an engineer to make an inventory of 
the company’s property, 
and 
Scott 
wanted to know if the council wished 
to follow suit. 
That the gas company is not over­ 
looking any bets in making 
its 
ap­ 
praisements on property was cited by 
Scott when he said that the data sub­ 
mitted to the conunission included an 
appraisal value of $100,0OU on the old 
gas plant in this city. 
He also stated 
that the pipe system throughout the 
district was appraised at from 72 to 
89 per cent of what the system would

Maintenance of Efficiency and Credit of 
Public Utility Companies Essential 


Secretary of The Treasury Asks Fair and Just Treatment For Public 


Utilities From State and Local Authorities 


ATICX AL AXU STATE HANKS, and ninny thousands of small and 
larjje investors, have suffered seriously from the decline of the earning 
capacity of public utility corporations and the consequent shrinkage in 
The value of their securities, representing investments of many hundred mil­ 
lions of dollars. These losses,naturally diminish the power and disposition of 
the public to respond to the calls of the Government for money for war. This 
danger should arouse, I venture to suggest, the anxiety and stimulate the ef­ 
forts of the Congress and of every patriotic citizen. A more urgent and press­ 
ing peril is forced upon our attention by the obvious fact that we are depend­ 
ent so largely on the efficiency and strength of these corporations and on our 
railroads for speed and success in preparing for aud prosecuting the war. 


'T H E CORPORATIONS referred to supply LIGHT, HEAT, POWER aud 
electric railway transportation for passengers and freight, 
They touch 
intimately the daily life of the people. In normal times they have been favor­ 
ite targets for sneers and savage criticisms from huge parts of the public and 
the press. In some instances, doubtless, they have deserved aud invited hos­ 
tility. In others, the attacks upon them probably have been unjust aud un­ 
reasonable. Frequently they have been victims or beneficiaries of local poli­ 
tics, suffering injury in the end in either ease. Yet, generally, THEY WERE 
AHLE TO SERVE THE NEEDS OF THEIR COMMUNITIES WITH REA­ 
SON AHLE EFFICIENCY aud to earn fair returns on the money invested in 
them. Now’ they are threatened with ruin. If they are allowed to sink into 
inefficiency, much of the most important war work of the Government will be 
crippled or paralyzed. 


'T'IFE work of war has throw’n upon many (if these corporations strains 
which they aie unable to endure without prompt help. The cost of their 
labor and of all material for operation, betterment, and upkeep have increased 
heavily and suddenly. They are required to increase radically and quickly 
(heir service and facilities. 
Industries manufacturing war munitions and 
materials demand of the public utilities cor}knations constantly greater sup­ 
plies of power and light. At the industrial centers, car lines are being rushed 
and overburdened bv new’ armies of workers. THE GAS COMPANIES ARE 
GALLED UPON FOR GAS FOR COOKING AND HEATING IN QUANTI- 
TIES JJE YOND ALL NORMAL CALCULATIONS AND FAR BEYOND 
THEIR PRESENT CAPACITIES. They are urged continually to furnish 
moil* coke and coal by-products, toluol, and oilier elements absolutely essen* 
tial in modern warfare. 
Where cantonments have been established, the de­ 
mands on the resources of water, lighting and transportation Companies arc 
especially severe; ability to comply with such demands is necessary for the 
safety and comfort of the fighting men in training. 


A committee representing the four leading associations, which include all 
the principal electric light and power companies, street railway companies, 
and the most iin]iortant gas companies in tin* country, recently submitted to 
this office a report in which attention WM asked to the INCREASE WITHIN 
THE LAST TWO YEARS IN THE FOST OF MATERIALS, THEY MUST

'P T IE CONTINUED AND INCREASING EFFICIENCY OF THESE COR- 
1 PORAT IONS IS IMPORTANT FOR THE SUCCESSFUL CONDUCT 
OF THE WAR. This efficiency is not possible with present conditions. Cor­ 
porations proved by their own figures to lie approaching bankruptcy cannot 
obtain money for improvements or maintenance. On the other hand, banks 
and citizens suffering severe losses from investments in the securities of these 
entirely legitimate and once promising enterprises will be discouraged from 
lending money to the Government or deprived of the means to lend. 


The first and most direct relief to the public utilities corporations can be 
given bv the State Public Utilities Commission and municipal and local 
authorities, with the broadminded co-operation of the jieople generally, un­ 
derstanding the necessities of war and realizing that the more promptly its 
burdens are accepted the sooner they will be lifted. It is essential that for­ 
bearance and consideration be exercised by the State Commission and munici­ 
pal authorities, and.that the corporations also be permitted to make snob ad­ 
ditions to their charges for service as will keep in them the breath of solvency, 
protect their owners against unjust loss, and give them a basis of credit on 
which they may obtain the funds with which to meet the strain put on them 
by the Governments needs. 
THE BREAKING DOWN OF THESE COR­ 
PORATIONS WOULD BE A NATIONAL CALAMITY. 


Because of the gravity of the situation in this regard, I am moved to ask 
for it the careful attention of the Congress and the public. I am impressed 
with the importance of early consideration by the Congress of some measure 
to provide directly or indirectly for advance of funds on some conservative 
basis to such of these eor[K>ratious as need help most urgently, so that they 


can give adequate service .to the Government. The remedy would be unusual; 
but the times are unusual. 


The amount of railroad and other public service bonds owned by the na­ 
tional banks, June 20,1917, was reported at 1763,000,000. This is equal to ap 
proximately 70 per cent of the capital stock of the banks. 


With appropriate aid from the Government through the Congress, with 
liberal recognition by local authorities of the present acute conditions, and 
with some practical provision to enable the corporations to meet their own 
needs and those of the country, the danger now pressing and becoming more 
serious with each day will be removed, the general business interests of the 
country will be fostered, the ability and readiness of the public to respond to 
calls for money will be maintained, and urgent requirements for the defense of 
the country’s life and assurance of our freedom and peace will be met. 


BANKS SHOULD NOT TAKE ADVANTAGE OF WAR CONDITIONS TO 
EXACT HEAVY INTEREST 


TXT’HILE it is of great importance that fair and considerate treatment should 
be accorded our public utility corporations by state and municipal 
authorities, and that unjust burdens, greater than they can bear, should not 
be imposed upon them, it is of equal, if not still greater importance, that these 
(orporations should not become the prey of any profiteers, whether those who 
supply materials needed for operation or who furnish the funds and capital re­ 
quired for extensions and enlargements or for maturing obligations. 


A disposition is being manifested on the part of some banks and bankers 
to exact, from corporations of high financial standing, terms in the shape of 
interest or commissions w’hich are wholly unwarranted under present if not 
under any conditions. 


Instead of exercising moderation in fixing charges for providing for the 
wants of customers applying for renewals of new credits, these banks and 
bankers, as shown in cases which have come to light, are exacting commissions 
and interest rates of corporations of unquestioned credit which are intolerable 
and wholly without justification. 


The banker who imposes a 9 or 14 per cent rate upon a customer or client, 
whether an individual or corporation, for a high-grade loan which he has 
every confidence will be paid at its maturity, and w’hich in peace times he 
would have been glad to get at 6 per cent, or less, is paving the w'ay for the 
well-merited condemnation of patriotic men. 


PRES. WILSON AND SECY. McADOO AWARE OF DANGER CON­ 


FRONTING PUBLIC UTILITIES OF COUNTRY 


PR ESID EN T WILSON and Secretary McAdoo, director-general of railroads, 
^ also hale taken cognizance of the serious situation confronting the public 
utilities of the nation w'hose financial stability is threatened as the result of 
mounting costs of operation. 
Correspondence betw’een the Secretary and 
President but recently made public, throw’s new light on the dangers threaten­ 
ing the public utilities throughout the country. 


Both President Wilson and Secretary McAdoo, along with the Comptrol­ 
ler of the Currency, are agreed that PUBLIC UTILITIES ARE A NECES­ 
SARY PART OF THE NATION’S EQUIPMENT OF WAR, and instead of 
harassing and embarrassing these organizations which are the life and sinew 
of the country, the public and government should seek to aid them in this, the 
nation’s hour of trial. 


A letter from Secretary McAdoo to the President further illustrates the 
|»oint:— 


“I beg to hand von herewith several memoranda and letters relating to 
street railway and other LOCAL PUBLIC .UTILITIES FURNISHING 
LIGHT, HEAT AND POWER, which I have been asked to bring to your at­ 
tention by a committee representing public utility interests. 


‘•These papers indicate the existence of genuine apprehension regarding 
the adequacy, under present conditions, of the services and rates of local pub­ 
lic utilities. The view’ is expressed that increased wages and the high cost of 
essential materials and supplies have affected them as they have affected 
everybody else, and that united effort will be necessary in order to meet alike 
the public requirements for service and the corporate financial needs upon 
which that service depends. 


“As Secretary of the Treasury, I must take official notice of these matters. 
It is obvious that every part of our industrial and economic life should be 
maintained at its maximum strength in order that each may contribute in the 
fullest measure to the fullest prosecution of the war. OUR LOCAL PUBLIC 
UTILITIES MUST NOT BE PERMITTED TO BECOME WEAKENED. 
The transjjortation of workers to and from our vital industries and the 
HEALTH AND (’OMFORT OF OUR CITIZENS IN THEIR HOMES ARE 
DEPENDENT UPON THEM, and the necessary power to drive many of our 
war industries and many other industries essential to the war is produced by 
them. 
“It may be that here and there, because of the prominence given to less 
important interests immediately at hand, State and local authorities do not 
always appreciate the CLOSE CONNECTION BETWEEN THE BOUND­ 
NESS AND EFFICIENCY OF THESE LOCAL UTILITIES AND. THE NA­ 
TIONAL STRENGTH AND VIGOR, and do not resort with sufficient prompt­ 
ness to the call for remedial measures. In such cases, I am confident that all 
such State and local authorities will respond promptly to the national needs 
when the matter is fairly and properly before them. 
‘OUR PUBLIC SERVICE UTILITIES ARE CLOSELY CONNECTED 
WITH, AND ARE AN ESSENTIAL PART OF OUR PREPARATIONS FOR 
THE SUCCESSFUL PROSECUTION OF THE WAR, and the unfavorable 
tendencies w-hich the accompaying papers reveal may most effectively be 
checked wherever they may be found to exist and the needed relief obtained 
only by prompt action on the part of the respective local authorities.
